Claims 1-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art does not disclose, teach or suggest, alone or in combination, 
the claimed subject matter of a magnetically shielded container comprising: parallel 
opposed position on an axis thereof magnetic field homogenizing pole shoes having 
disposed a magnetically shielding yoke, said pole shoes and yoke enclosing a magnetic 
chamber; and magnetic field sources disposed about and radially distanced from said 
axis whereby there exists within said chamber substantially homogeneous magnetic 
field oriented in the direction of said axis. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
